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B.V: David, what brought about your transfer to Sydney Olympic? 
D.B: When Sydney City folded, the coaching duo of Eddie Thomson and Mick Hickman moved over to Sydney 
Olympic. They were instrumental in bringing over to the Sydney Olympic by offering a contract. As a sixteen- 
year- old, | just wanted to improve myself as a player and the move at Sydney Olympic was just a continium 
in my growth as a player. 

B.V: What were your first impressions at your new club, Sydney Olympic? 

D.B: Actually, | still remember my first training session with Sydney Olympic quite vividly. | was amazed to see 
sO many supporters at a training session; there were more fans at Olympic’ s training sessions than Sydney City’ 
s actual matches. | spent my first year at Sydney Olympic playing in the Youth team. It was such a great side; 
it was just an amalgamation of Sydney Olympic and the defunct Sydney City Youth teams. | think we went 
through the entire season undefeated- with only one draw. We went on to win the Youth Grand Final against 
Sunshine George Cross. It was just a fantastic start for me at the Club, where I received good grounding as a 
player. | was a bit disappointed that | did not get a start in First Grade but the following year,! got 23 starts....it 
was just a matter of time. 

B.V: Do you remember your debut in First Grade for the Club? 

D.B: It was the opening round for the 1989 season and we were playing Sydney United at Parramatta Stadium. 
It was such a great match, and we defeated them 3-0. | felt nervous throughout the first half. They had some 
great players like Graham Arnold, Robbie Slater and Alan Hunter, and we were just a bunch of young players. | 
remember Peter Raskopoulos dominating the entire midfield and we- young players- were just playing off him. It 
was such a dream start. | just wanted to keep up the great momentum that whole year. 

That 1989 team was beginning of a another process line of young players coming out of the Club, with players 
such as, Saad, Edwards, Polak, Cosh, Bernal, Ironside, Hooker and Refenes.| think the average age in the team was 
about 21. 

B.V: What was it like being part of Sydney Olympic’ s first Championship team? 

D.B: Losing the 1989 Grand Final to Marconi, 1- 0- especially the way we lost it, when they scored in injury- time, 
was a great learning experience for us. | think we had to lose a Grand Final to win one 1989's Final was just 
too big for us. But we all knew the 1989-90 season was going to be ours. | could tell you that we were 
going to win the Grand Final three weeks before the Final; we were that confident. We were not going to let 
the 1989-90 Grand Final let it slip past us. It was just an awesome feeling winning the Grand Final. We probably 
did not realise just how much it meant for the Club. It was its first Championship. | remember walking into 
the dressing room and for the first time | had seen grown men crying. The whole match was incredible 
experience; such an exciting moment is hard to forget. In the last three years,1 had been in three Finals- one 
Youth and two First Grade-1 thought this run would always be...( laughs)...and | have not a Final since. 

That team was such a great side and it is evident when you consider what these players did after Grand Final: 
Bernal went over to England, Edwards and Saad had successful careers in Malaysia, Ironside later captained New 
Zealand, Refenes went over to Greece and many players also made the Australian side. So, this Sydney Olympic 
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t é q was a great platform for lots of players’ careers. These players were so keen and enthusiastic; they really wanted 
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é D.B: Abaas Saad- on his day- was a fantastic player. He could always pull off something out of the ordinary, 
: something exceptional. Andrew Bernal was also a great player; just his presence on the field had a great impact 
on the team. He had such strength and tenacity. | felt honoured to play alongside Raskopoulos and Kosmina. 
Although they were in their twilight of their careers, it felt great to play alongside such legends of Australian 
soccer. 

B.V: What would you regard as the highlight of your career? z 
D.B: Winning the Championship with Sydney Olympic was great. But also, playing for Australia in the inaugural 
Under 17's World Cup in China was a fantastic experience. We were only 15 or 16 years old, and we were 
playing in front of sell- out crowds of 30, 000. It was awesome for any young player. | remember beating 
Argentina and West Germany, but we were knocked out in the quarter- finals- through a penalty shoot- out. It 
was just so ironic that we were undefeated throughout the tournament, but we failed to go on with it. 

B.V: David, what does Sydney Olympic mean to you? 

D.B: When I was playing at Sydney Olympic, it really felt like home. | have a lot of fond memories at Sydney 
Olympic. The supporters were fantastic and very passionate; they really got behind the Club. It was sad when I 
left the Club. | never wanted to leave; it was not my decision.
